2. Claims 1-82 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art references of record, taken alone or in combination, fail to teach or suggest a 
method for self-describing multicasting of multimedia presentations, especially the following 
features when they are to be considered in combination with the remaining features of the 
independent claim 1 and other independent claims that recite a variant of the same features: 
multicasting a second plurality of streams that includes a dedicated 
announcement stream and a first stream selected from the first plurality of streams, the 
announcement stream being multicast on a dedicated announcement channel and 
includes presentation description information of the multimedia presentation, and the 
selecting a first stream from the first plurality of streams being based at least in part on a 
comparison between the presentation description information and a multimedia 
resources of a client to determine an appropriate channel to receive the selected first 
stream; and 
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mapping the announcement stream and the first stream selected fi-om the first 
plurality of streams to a plurality of channels described in the presentation description 
information.
